one of the oldest men ever, to seek 
the highest nr^e, wuhin the gift, of 
his party, -fr lie1'should bo elected in 
November; the Honor 
would come 


within a few days of his 71st birth- 
day. 


Jim Reed's record has been one of 


the most remarkable In the history of 
political comeback. 


Twelve years 
ago, 
after he had 


broken with President Woodrow Wil- 
son on the League of Nations issue, 
he was rotten-egged 
in 
Ardmore,, 


Okla., condemned by the North Caro- 
lina legislature as "a traitor who ought 
to be shot," threatened 
in Arkansas 


with being ridden out of town on a 
rail.

"Rid 
Us of Reed" clubs rose over- 


night in his home stale, he was up- 
braided by millions in his own party 
and even barred from the Democratic 
national convention at San Francis- 
co. 


That was in 1920, when it seemed 


every man's hand was turned against 
him. 
With dismal prospects for suc- 


cess, Jim Reed came up for re-election 
to the Senate in 1922. From his sick 
bed at Washington, Wilson sent a 
scathing denunciation of Reed and an 
appeal for Missouri voters to elect 
his Democratic opponent, 


Jim Reed' met this problem as he 


has met every other problem in his 
long career, by fighting . . . . "Fight- 
ing, 
fighting, 
fighting; 
everything 


I've ever got in this world I've had to 
fight for," he once said. . . . Instead of 
trying to make amends, he fought the 
League of Nations with far more bit- 
tenios.s 
than 
theretofore,

When Reed finished this term in 


the Seante—his third—he retired vol-

Smith won almost by acclamation at 
Houston. In 1932, he 
is again the 


state's favorite son" candidate, with 
Missouri's 36 convention voles pledged 
to him—at least, for the first few bal- 
lots. 


"We will have in due course of time 


a return to normal conditions," Reed 
says. ''But the advance towards pros- 
perity will conic from the grass roots. 
It will be born of the energies of our 
people. It can never be conferred by 
tho government. We are suffering, not 
from want of necessities or even the 
luxuries of life, hut from a disarrange- 
ment and temporary paralysis of our 
economic machinery. 


"These conditions may be traced 


largely to governmental blunders, both 
here and throughout the world." 


Nor does Reed, always a wet, for- 


get prohibition. He says it is costing 
the nation many millions of dollars 
yearly in lost taxes, ncce.ssitating huge 
expenditures for futile attempts at en- 
forecemenl, and is promoting the in- 
tercsst of the bootlegger and the crim- 
inal. 


Here is a typical example uf tho 


brand of biting sarcasm 
for which 


reed has always been famous: 


"In his speech of acceptance, Mr. 


Hoover said 'The poorhouse is van- 
ishing from amongst us. 
We shall 


soon, with the help of God, be in 
sight of the day when poverty will 
be banished from this nation.' 


"Evidently," Reed continues, with 


a smile, "God has dissolved 
the 


partnership." 


A Fighting Career 


Throughout the long story of his life 


there appears repreated proof of Jim 
Heed's statement: "Fighting, fighting, 
fighting 
everything I've ever 


got in tin's world I've had to fight for." 


His struggles 
began 
early. Or- 


phaned at 8 by the death of his fath- 
er, he and an older brother had to 
fight, to support their widowed mother 
on a farm in lo.wa, to-which the fam- 
ily, had moved after, his birth near 
Mansfield, Ohio, in 1861.. 


He fought to get an education dur- 


ing the three months of winter that 
the country schools ran, he fought to 
continue ,his studia.> at Coe College, 
he fought poverty to study lav.' in a 
lawyp;' office, he fought his way into 
poluics as prosecuting attorney at 
Kansas City. He fought his way into 
the mayor's office at Kansas City for 
two terms, ho fought his way into 
the U. S. Senate in 1910, fought his 
way back there in 191G and again in 
1822. 


The silvery-haired veteran,'always 


appearing as elegant as if he had just 
stepped from a bandbox, was admit- 
tedly one of the greatest orators in 
the Senate. But Washington observ- 
ers found little lovely about him. He 
was a man given to lashing and rip- 
ping sarcasm, a man given to sour 
and bitter moods who could hate with 
a passion. H is even said that Jim 
Heed laid awake at night just to hate 
Woodrow Wilson.

It got more than .$1,300,000 from another man, whose name 
hasn't been made public, in the same way. It got $600,000 in 
back taxes from-Continental principals. It go other lesser 
sums. 


And the entire investigation cost the taxpayers just 


$25,000.

As a result of thf.s forecast, London newspapers are 


predicting a strong switch of English capital to the United 
States in the near future. 


Whether or not this Englishman is correct in his opti- 


miatic view is perhaps a matter for argument; but it is at 
least encouraging to find that there is one economist who is 
not nj£Yed fcp-despair by the sight of our present difficulties.

Mr. Marlin and.his first cousin, the 


broadbill swordfish, weigh from 100 
toBOO pounds and 
are 
good , food, 


though they are Valued higher for 
their fighting qualities, sometimes bat. 
tling for five to 10 hours before be- 
ing landed. 


The bones of the upper jam in the 


marlin, and broadbill are consolidated 
and fornn,. a long, rigid,. sword-like 
beak, which' is used with deadly ef- 
fect in fighting larger fish and some- 
times used .in,.their battles 
with 


humans. Many boats at Avalon are 
literally 
studded 
with 
broken-off 


swords of these fighting fish. 


The Catalina Island Tuna Club has 


standard specifications for tackle. A 
line that has a breaking strain of not 
more than 65 pounds, 'and a wooden 
rod not less than five feet long and 
not weighting more than 13 ounces 


are termed "heavy tackle." 


Light tackle outfits are composed 


of lines that break at 26 pounds and 
rods weighing six ounces. 
Several 


junds of reels are used, most of them 
holding about 1000 feet of line. Ex- 
tra equipment includes a heavy leath- 
er belt, upon which the butt of the 
rod is rested during the sea battles 
with the swordfish. Many outfits cost 
nearly J1000. 


Often the swordfish slashes at the 


bait several times with his bill before 
taking it, but when he does, he makes 
the water churn as ha: leaps lntoi the 
air. 
/ 


The experienced fisherman waits 


for this strike with his feet braced for 
the swordfish is capable of pulling a 
man overboard. With the fish securely 
hooked, the angler, prepared for any 
emergency, settles down for a long 
battle. 


That swordfish has n pack of tricks. 


He leaps into the nir time and again 
in an attempt to dislodge the hook, 
slashing at the line with his bill us he 
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drops back into the water. 


Failing, the fish races away at ex- 


press train speed, sometimes running 
out more than 1000 feet of line before 
suddenly.changing his course and re- 
turning to the boat. The angler's boat- 
mnn must net quickly then, swerv- 
ing the craft to avoid the furious 
charge. 


Maneuvers often continue for hours. 


The fish either breaks the line, dis- 
lodges the hook, or tires himself out 
and is drawn to the side of the.boat, 
where he is gaffed and pulled on 
board.

science of a . genius whose skill can 
bring the most remote stars within 
reach of astronomers is the unparallel- 
ed problem confronting the courts and 
prosecuting authorities in St. Charles, 
Illinois. 


The genius, John E. Mellish, of St. 


Charles, is one of the four men in 
the World capable of making the sen- 
sitive telescopic lenses upon which all 
astronomical knowledge depends. 


He faces 20 year's imprisonment for

Disclosed in Sevier 


County 


"The value of a County Agricultural 


Agent in a county cannot be measured 
n dollars and cents or in the good 
hat is being derived through him at 
he present time but must be measur- 
ed by the foundations he is laying for 
the building of the future," declares 
G. F. McCollum of DeQueen, Ark. 


"About 'four years ago the county 


agent of Sevier county, Arkansas, in- 
.erested the farmers of the county in 
purebread dairy sires. A club was 
formed and 14 bulls from dams with 
a proven record were bought and plac- 
ed in 14 blocks over the county. The 
calves from these bulls are just com- 
ing into production over the county 
now, 
-and we have a mighty fine 


bunch of young dairy stock scattered 
over the county. The agent that first 
started that work is gone rnd there 
have been two more since his time 
but the value of his servict-s is just 
being measured today. 


• A«ain our agent today has 400 or 


more" Club boys enlisted in club work. 
These boys range in age from 9 to 21 
with an average of about 15 years. 
The training that these boys are get- 
ting today cannot be measured and 
an accurate value of the training ar- 
rived at, but in 6 to 8 years the value 
of this training will begin to show as 
these bays become men and start out 
for themselves. 
"The better methods of farming will 


mean better farms, better farm build- 
ings, better farm homes, more money 
on the farm, a higher tax valuation, a 
lower tax rate and yet more taxes to 
run the government with. 


"II the farmer succeeds the world 


succeeds. A better demonstration of 
that has never been witnessed than at 
the present time. 


"Again even if ihese boys should 


not all stay on the farm but some 
should go to the city and become 
business and profesisonal men, they 
will have a training and foundation 
that will do to build their lives on, 
even there. Should some of them be- 
come our law makers (which is very 
likely) they' will have a relative idea 
of what a law should be to help or 
hinder agricultural work, the back- 
bone of the nation. 
"Our counties spend thousands of 


dollars every year training the city 
cousins how to be better men and 
better sports and better ball players 
and better this and better that. Why 
not spend at least a mite to help to 
train the farm boys and gir\s how to 
be better citizens and better farmers 
to make a better and more prosperous 
nation?"

Speed of Spheres, 


Past Imagination 


Earth Rotating Eastward 


at 1,040 Miles Per 


Hour 


(Professor of Astronomy, University 


of Illinois) 


URBAN, tit. ~.(/p)-Anyone who 


drive* his car at the rate of a huh* 
dred miles an hour Is likely to tell his 
friends about It. Vet this is very alow 
going compared with the speed with 
which the earth Is taking us through 
space. 
< 


Consider the earth's rotation. It is 


whirling us around toward the east 
at the rate of 1,040 miles an hour at 
the equator. 


The speed Is reduced to 800 miles an 


hour at New York. Fortunately the 
air whirls around with us. If It were 
not so, there would be a continual 
cast wind more violent than the se- 
verest tornado. 


Then, too, the earth is taking us 


around the sun 
at the rate of 65,000 


miles an hour. If there were tele- 
graph poles along the great curved 
track of the earth, they would fly past 
amazingly fast. But all the objects In 
the celestial scenery arc far awny.ex- 
cept the moon which goes with us In 
this journey around the sun. 


Next, the earth and the other planets 


are the sun's companions on a long 
voyage through the star fields. We are 
speeding straight ahead at the rate 
of 40,000 miles an hour, steering our 
course nearly in 
the 
direction of 


Vega. 


Vega is the brilliant blue star near- 


ly overhead in the evening skies of 
July. In the course of a year we move 
toward It four times us far as our dis- 
tance from the sun. 


Finally ,we are flying at the rate 


of 700,000 miles an hour toward the 
constellation Cepheus. This constel- 
lation Cephetis. This constellation can 
be found in the northern sky, to the 
right of the pole star in the early1 
evening in July. Some people imagine 
that its 
principal stars 
outline a 


steeple, lying 
on 
its side at this 


season with the point toward the pole 
star. 


In this rapid journey toward Ce- 


pheus we have 
plenty 
of celestial 


company. All the stars around us 
are moving this way also. It is be- 
lieved thtat we are taking part in 
the rotation of the vast system of 
the Milky Way around its center in 
the star cloud ot 
Sagittarius 50,000 


light years away. 


This great star cloud is now visible 


in the southeast in the early evening, 
and low in the south at midnight. It 
is the brightest and most spectacular 
part of the fine region of the Milky 
Way that we see in summer. 


But the earth docs not hold the 


record for high speed. Recent obser- 
vations at Mount Wilson Observatory 
appear to show that some of the re- 
mote spirals far beyond the Milky 
Way are speeding away from us at 
the rate of 25,000,000 miles an hour. 
This is high speed, indeed.
